The meeting will 
be held in the Red Lacquer Room of the 
Palmer House on Tuesday evening, May 
19, at 8:00 p.m. 


INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS 


During the business meeting President 
Glenn Cartwright will install the new of- 
ficers, with appropriate ceremony.

ESSAYIST 


Dr. Merrill G. Swenson is an author- 
ity in the field of denture construction. 
Since graduating from the University of 
Minnesota in 1914 he has held many im- 
portant positions. He was an instructor 
at the University of Minnesota for sev- 
eral years and was then connected with 
the Medical College of Virginia, School 
of Dentistry. He is now Professor of 
Prosthetic Dentistry at New York Uni- 
versity. He has written a book, “Com- 
plete Dentures,” which was published in 
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to Be Voted on at Business Meeting 


1940. Dr. Swenson was President of the 
American Full Denture Society in 1941 
and is a member of the International 
College of Dentists. Dr. Swenson’s paper 
will emphasize methods of obtaining the 
correct extension on the lower impression 
and of determining the exact bite rela- 
tion by wax. This lingual extension of 
the lower impression is now made accord- 
ing to an entirely different method from 
that followed in the past as it extends 
under the tongue, away from a seated 
relation. A new principle of sealing the 
impression makes it unnecessary to get 
retention by tight ridge gripping.

Dental Health Education Program Gets Financial 
Backing from Many Sources 


Support already evidenced for the Den- 
tal Hygiene Institute of Chicago indi- 
cates conclusively that dentistry recog- 
nizes the current need for a comprehen- 
sive program of ethical promotion on its 
own behalf. When an estimate was made 
that $12,000 represented a minimum 
year’s budget for a thorough-going effort 
to convince the public of the need for 
dentistry, the Chicago Dental Society 
pledged $6,000 contingent upon a similar 
sum being raised from other sources. Ap- 
proximately $4,500—three-fourths of the 
contingent $6,o0oo—has been paid in or 
pledged since the opening of Institute 
offices on February 1. 

In a report before the Public Relations 
Commission on May 4, William B. 
Pringle, Educational Director of the In- 
stitute, pointed out how numerous show- 
ings of the motion picture, “About 
Faces,” have been made before lay 
groups ; that the Institute has in produc- 
tion its own sound-slide film, to be called 
“The Keys to Health and Happiness” 
and for which bookings are already being 
made ; that a number of industrial house 
organ publications are taking publicity 
material on a regular basis; that three 
radio broadcasts on sustaining time, with 
scripts prepared by the Institute, have 
been made ; that a successful trial opera- 
tion of the industrial diagnostic service 
has been completed ; and that a regular 
column is in the process of syndication 
among community newspapers in the 
Chicago area. All such activities are 
under the direction and supervision of a 
Professional Policy and Guidance Com- 
mittee from the Chicago Dental Society. 
Mr. Pringle’s report outlined the three- 
fold manner in which the Institute pro- 
poses to reach the public with its message 
on dental health: (1) siide films and 
motion pictures; (2) the industrial diag- 
nostic service; and (3) general promo- 


tion and publicity. 

Two classes of membership in the Den 
tal Hygiene Institute of Chicago are pro. 
vided in its By-Laws, and it is from mem- 
bership that financial backing for the In- 
stitute must come. The first class, called 
“active” membership, is primarily in- 
tended for dentists and lay individuals 
interested in public health education. In 
consideration of its pledge of $6,000, the 
Chicago Dental Society exercised its priv- 
ilege of naming ten of its members to 
membership in the Institute without fur. 
ther action. Dues were set at $5 for the 
calendar year for active membership, and 
to date the list includes the following:

In order to reach more dentists with 
a personal explanation of the Institute 
program, Dr. H. F. Methven has been 
named an official-representative of the 
Dental Hygiene Institute and empowered 
to accept memberships. 

While it should be emphasized that the 
purpose of the Dental Hygiene Institute 
is primarily dental health education it 
must be remembered that the members 
of the dental profession have a direct, 
personal interest in the Institute’s activi- 
ties. Proper care of the teeth requires 
care in the dentist’s office, and as increas- 
ing numbers of the public are reached 
with this message, the economic advan- 
tage of the dental profession and those 
allied to it will be served. As a conse- 
quence, the Institute program can be 
considered of interest personally and 
directly to every dentist in the Chicago 
area. 

Since the Dental Hygiene Institute is 
a lay organization, support is being ac- 
cepted from other groups organized on a 
similar basis. The dollar amount such 
organizations can contribute is small, yet 
it represents support and interest of sub- 
stantial value. For similar reasons, lay 
groups are represented on the Institute’s 
Board of Directors, as it is with them 
that a major portion of the program is 
concerned. To date, contributing mem- 
berships have been received from such 
groups as the Hyde Park Parent 
Teacher’s Association, the Illinois Oral 
Hygienists’ Association, and the Chicago 
Women’s Aid. Such support, while nomi- 
nal in amount, is valuable in that it signi- 
fies interest in the program on the part 
of groups interested in dental health edu- 
cation. 

It should be re-emphasized that the 
program of the Dental Hygiene Institute 
is a program for dentistry. The idea was 
conceived by the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety; the Institute is endorsed by the 
Chicago Dental Society; and all activi- 
ties are under the control and supervision 
of a committee from the Chicago Dental 
Society. Consequently, the Institute’s

Regulation of the Practice of Dental Hygiene by 
Law. A Digest of the Law of 35 States 


The first state law permitting the is- 
suance of licenses to practice dental hy- 
giene was passed in 1916. Since that 
time 33 states, the District of Columbia, 
and Hawaii have passed similar legisla- 
tion making a total of 35 states and terri- 
tories which permit such practice. There 
are about 4200 practicing dental hygien- 
ists at the present time. 

The laws regulating the practice of 
dental hygienists prohibit them from 
practicing anywhere except under the 
supervision of a licensed dentist and in 
most states the dental hygienist law is an 
integral part of the dental practice act. 
This means that the State Board of Den- 
tal Examiners, in addition to the regu- 
lation of the practice of dentistry, also 
has jurisdiction over the practice of den- 
tal hygiene. This jurisdiction involves the 
right to conduct the examination of can- 
didates for licenses and invoke the pen- 
alties imposed for violation of the law. 

Two-thirds of the states with dental 
hygienist laws enacted them prior to 


-1925. The breakdown of the years of 


enactment by five year periods is as fol- 
lows :

The minimum age requirement for 
dental hygienists is not very uniform. In 
11 states the law does not establish any 
minimum age. Of the remaining 22 
states, 12 require that they be at least 18 
years old, five require all applicants to be 
19, four require them to be 20, and two 
require them to be 21. 

The fee established for the licensing 
examination shows more uniformity than 
almost any other point. Twenty states 


set the fee at $10. Nine more charge $15, 
one charges $20, three charge $25, and 
one state charges only $5. 

In addition to the limitation that hy- 
gienists may work only under the super. 
vision of a licensed dentist, the state laws 
also limit the places in which they may 
practice. With the exception of one state, 
hygienists can practice only in (1) a den- 
tist’s office (2) a public or non-profit in- 
stitution. 

The limitation of the state laws in this 
respect may be tabulated as follows:

Some of the laws impose still further 
restrictions by limiting the number of hy- 
gienists which any one dentist may em- 
ploy. Of the six states which have such 
restrictions, five prohibit the employment 
of more than one hygienist and one pro- 
hibits the employment of more than two. . 

The scope of activity which the hy- 
gienists are licensed to perform is similar. 
All of the states permit the hygienists to 
remove calcareous deposits, accretions 
and stains from the exposed surfaces of 
the teeth and directly beneath the mar- 
gins of the gums. A few states permit hy- 
gienists to make mouth examinations. 
Two states allow them to administer gen- 
etal anesthetics and one to polish to 
smoothness any overhanging margins of 
fillings or unevenness of the surfaces of 
the enamel for the prevention of caries. 
One permits them to apply solutions to 
check dental caries. 

This synopsis of the state laws covering 
the practice of dental hygienists has been 
prepared by the Committee on Dental 
Legislation of the A.D.A. 
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EDITORIAL 
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CLOSER COOPERATION NEEDED 


The Division of Public Assistance of the Department of Public Welfare, 
State of Illinois has recently announced to the members of the Chicago 
Dental Society a plan for providing dental service to its charges. Our mem- 
bers have been asked to cooperate by filling out an application blank indicat- 
ing a willingness to participate in the announced progr.m. A sub com- 
mittee of the Public Welfare Committee of the Illinois State Dental Society 
was appointed to assist the Department of Public Welfare in a study of the 
problem and the method for providing dental service to the recipients of 
Aid to Dependent Children and Old Age Assistance. No information was 
given to the officers or to the members of the Chicago Dental Society regard- 
ing the plans until the completed program reached the individual dentists 
mailed to them by the Superintendent of the Division of Public Assistance. 


Such an approach to such an important matter could not help but result 
in confusion. The members of the society, to use the common expression, 
“Did not know what it was all about.” Many called the office of the society 
for information only to learn that the officers too were ignorant in the 
matter. Waste baskets received numerous contributions. 


The letter accompanying the application blank and fee schedule requested 
dentists who wished to have their names on the first roster to return their 
completed forms by May 1. The only announcement of the plan of which 
we are aware, appearing before this deadline, was a news item in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Association of March 28, 1942, which was re- 
printed in THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW April 15 and a general article on the 
subject of Illinois participation in the Federal Security Program for Aid to 
Dependent Children published in the Illinois Dental Journal for September 
1941. These statements were brief and non-explanatory. The May issue of 
the Illinois Dental Journal, we are informed, will contain a full discussion 
of the adopted program. Until that explanation is available and a better 
understanding is had of the whole matter, we reserve comment on the pro- 
gram itself. 


There probably have been instances in which the Chicago Dental Society 
has not cooperated with the Illinois State Society in supplying adequate 
information about problems of mutual concern. To avoid future develop- 
ments of this nature, the officers and committees of both societies should 
strive to give each other, and the members as well, necessary and timely 
information before action is requested. Only the pursuit of such a policy 
will secure the maximum benefits—Robert G. Kesel.

Station Hospital, 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma,

Dear Editor : 

Time certainly does fly, yet it seems 
like yesterday, that I left Chicago. Best 
regards to you and your staff ; a “Hello” 
to my fellow-members of Englewood 
Branch, and my sincere compliments to 
the 129 members of the Chicago Dental 
Society in the Services as of April 1. In 
response to your “Letters Page” request 
of Fortnightly Review, I am writing this 
comment letter. 

Six months have elapsed since I left 
my community, as a dentist and reserve 
officer, to serve in my capacity in this 
special branch of the Service of the 
United States Army. I have had the 
good fortune to remain since then, here, 
at the Camp Dental Clinic which serves 
the Reception and Replacement Centers. 

Fort Sill has a Station Hospital Den- 
tal Clinic, a Cantonment Hospital Dental 
Clinic, and a New Post Infirmary Dental 
Clinic; all under the able and experi- 
enced direction of the Chief of Dental 
Service, Colonel Frederick R. Wunder- 
lich, D. C., who is also the Executive 
officer of the Station Hospital. 

It is my undaunted belief that the 
Camp Dental Clinic is the finest and 
most complete among the new D. C. 1 
(25 chair) types. The Camp Dental 
Clinic is a two floor independent struc- 
ture, devoted exclusively to general. den- 
tistry and dental laboratory prosthesis. 
It stands out prominently, surrounded 
by a lawn, recently planted trees and 
shrubbery. It is steam heated, properly 
ventilated and lighted, with window ex- 
posures for each dental unit. The latest 
ivory tan equipment is harmonious with 
white painted ceilings and_ walls. 
Throughout the entire clinic, including 
lavatories, walls are covered half way up 
with marbleized linoleum wainscoating ; 
all floors with inlaid block style linoleum, 
maintained constantly with gloss-wax and 


an electric floor-polishing machine. The 


first floor has a spacious waiting room; 
four double-unit suite operatories (two 
units equipped with suction machine for 
minor oral surgery; a separate X-Ray 
room and dark room. The file and record 
room, recovery room with bed, and of- 
ficer-in-charge room have fluorescent 
lighting. The dental pharmacy room is 
also on the first floor. On the second 
floof, the crown and bridge, prosthodon- 
tia and gold work, are reserved to two 
suites with complete dental units in each; 
there is also an adjoining laboratory, 
where all dental laboratory work is done 
for the four dental clinics, a dental sup- 
ply room, a dental assistants’ dressing 
room, a dental officers’ dressing room, 
and a fourteen unit operatory. 

Two female dental hygienists are kept 
occupied with prophylaxis and gum 
therapy. A female dental assistant is as- 
signed to each dental officer. This femi- 
nine touch adds further to the confidence 
and comfort of the soldier-patient be- 
cause each dental assistant has former 
experience in the employ of an ethical 
dentist. 

With these present day Camp dental 
facilities, we are afforded the conven- 
iences of an individual dental office. We 
have the opportunity to serve not only 
our country, regardless of the arm of 
Service, but also our profession by dental 
education at the chair, by administering 
proper and mindful dental hygiene and 
treating the soldier-patient humanely, 
sincerely, and intelligently. The tremen- 
dous soldier-patient clientele typifies all 
walks of life, comprising the military per- 
sonnel with no distinction as to race, 
color, creed, or consideration we give 
patients in civilian life. 

I definitely assure you and Dr. Edward 
J. Ryan, Evanston, Illinois, whose edi- 
torials I have read, that the dental of- 
ficer is aware of the responsibility of his 
rank, and its proper exercise in his rela- 
tion to the soldier-patient will not be

despised and the profession represented 
will not innocently share this contempt. 
Granted, that the World War 1 Vets 
have told their sons harrowing tales con- 
cerning Army dentists and physicians— 
and no doubt these tales have grown tall 
—the dental officers of today are show- 
ing the soldiers of today that Army den- 
tal care, in its entirety, is different from 
the days of their fathers.

DENTISTS NOW 


Commissions available to all I-A Reg- 
istrants and others not over-37—Students 
to be given Commissions but placed on 
Inactive List. 

According to a bulletin just issued by 
Major Samuel L. Seeley, Executive Offi- 
cer of the Procurement and Assignment 
Service the Army is now prepared to 
accept the applications of 3000 dentists 
not over 37 years of age regardless of 
whether classified 1-A or not. Although 
every applicant will be cleared through 
the Procurement and Assignment Service, 
applications should be directed to the 
Office of the Surgeon General, Washing- 
ton, D. C. Qualified dentists classified 1-A 
by their draft boards need not wait for 
classification by their boards to appear 
for induction examination.

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Minutes of Chicago Dental Society Meeting 
April 21, 1942 


Red Lacquer Room—Palmer House 


The meeting was called to order in the 
Red Lacquer Room of the Palmer House 
at 8:45 p.m., President Glenn E. Cart- 
wright presiding. In the absence of the 
Secretary, Dr. Leo W. Kremer acted in 
that capacity. 

President Cartwright announced this 
was the first, and what he hoped would 
be an annual, goodfellowship meeting, 
business playing a very minor role in the 
proceedings. A motion was then regularly 
made and severally seconded, that the 
reading of the minutes be dispensed with 
and they be approved as published in THE 
FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW. Motion carried. 

Reports of Boards and Standing Com- 
mittees—none. 

Reports of Special Committees—none. 

Unfinished Business—none. 

New Business— 

The Acting Secretary presented a re- 
vision of the Constitution and By-Laws. 
Dr. Cartwright announced that in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution and By- 
Laws it would only be received at this 
time ; that it would be published in the 
May | issue of THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW 
and would be acted upon at the regular 
meeting in May. He then presented the 
following statement explaining the reason 
for the revision of the Society’s basic 
charter at this time : 

In connection with the proposal to sub- 
stitute a new set of By-Laws for those 
which govern the Society at the present 
time, I have a few comments that I 
would like to make on behalf of the offi- 
cers and Board of Directors. Many of 
you will doubtless wonder why it is nec- 
essary to revise our By-Laws when those 
now in effect are only two years old. 

During the past two years we have 
found in actual practice that our present 
By-Laws are inadequate. This does not 
imply any criticism of the members of the 
Society who constituted the special com- 
mittee which drew them up. They did 


an excellent job and the fruits of their 
labors were a distinct improvement over 
the By-Laws which they superseded. 
There are five basic reasons for revising 
the present By-Laws and I will give them 
to you briefly. 

1. In certain respects they conflict 
with the By-Laws of the Illinois State 
Dental Society. Particularly, I refer to 
Article XVII on Discipline, which pro- 
vides for a trial procedure not in accord. 
ance with Article XIII of the Illinois 
State Dental Society By-Laws on the 
same subject. Obviously, such conflict 
must be eliminated since in such instances 
the State By-Laws govern. 

2. Division between the Constitution 
and By-Laws is not provided in accord- 
ance with the formula set up in Robert's 
Rules of Order, Revised. As you know, 
it has always been the rule of this Society 
that where our Constitution and By-Laws 
did not cover a question satisfactorily 
that we would accept Robert’s Rules of 
Order, Revised, as our authority. Ob- 
viously, that being the case our By-Laws 
should be set up in accordance with Rob- 
ert’s Rules of Order, Revised. 

3. Complete change of committee per- 
sonnel each year is not conducive to effi- 
ciency. We have found it desirable to 
change our committee set up so that only 
one-third of each committee retires an- 
nually. This means continuity of activity 
and experienced personnel to carry it on. 
We have experimented with this method 
of committee organization during the last 
two years and found it contributed great- 
ly to the efficiency of committee opera- 
tion. 

4. A number of committees have out- 
grown usefulness and should be omitted. 
For example, the Transportation Com- 
mittee is no longer required as the pur- 
pose for which it was created no longer 
exists. Other committees, such as Dental 
Relief and Dental Economics, can fune- 
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tion better as a part of standing com- 
mittees already provided for. 

5. There is a need of general clari- 
fication of our present By-Laws made 
apparent as a result of actual operation. 

The officers who acted as a committee 
to revise the By-Laws worked industri- 
ously to give us a basic charter best 
adapted to our needs. The result of thei: 
work will be published in the May 1 issue 
of THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW and I urge 
all of you to read it carefully. It will be 
acted upon at the regular meeting in May 
and I am hopeful will go into effect as 
of June 1. 

The President next referred to the Pro- 
curement and Assignment questionnaire 
which had recently been received by all 
members of the dental profession. He 
spoke of the necessity of filling out and 
returning the questionnaire promptly as 
a patriotic duty. He then asked Dr. 
Kremer, dental member of the Procure- 
ment and Assignment Advisory Commit- 
tee for the 6th Corps Area, to explain 
some of the questions propounded in the 
questionnaire. This Dr. Kremer did, clear- 
ing up many of the points about which 
there was considerable misunderstanding. 
Dr. Kremer was then thanked by Dr. 
Cartwright for his informative analysis. 
Dr. Cartwright next stated that the pro- 
fession had already received a mailing 
from the Department of Public Welfare 
of the State of Iilinois, asking dentists 
to indicate their willingness to care for 
old age pensioners and dependent chil- 
dren on a fixed fee basis. He then asked 
Dr. Robert I. Humphrey, a member of 
the Illinois State Dental Society Com- 
mittee which approved the program, to 
explain some of the facts regarding the 
matter. Dr. Humphrey explained that the 
program has the approval of the Illinois 
State Dental Society, his committee hav- 
ing been set up to advise the Department 
of Public Welfare. He emphasized the 
fact that this was a program that had 
been initiated by the State Department 
of Public Welfare, and that the State 
Society felt that the best program would 
be best developed if organized dentistry 
had a voice in it. He stated that he hoped 
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members of the Society would feel free 
to ask questions and criticize the program 
as it came into general operation, al- 
though he was confident that no great 
amount of money would be made avail- 
able for it. 

Dr. Cartwright expressed his apprecia- 
tion to Dr. Humphrey for his explanation 
of the program.
